FIFTY-SIXTH ANNUAL CONVENTION, 


DIOCHSE OF MISSOURI. 


Curist CHuRcH CATHEDRAL, St. Louis, 


Tuesday, May 26, 1896. 


In accordance with Article III. of the Constitution of the Church 
in the Diocese of Missouri, a number of the Clergy and laity assem- 
bled this day in Christ Church Cathedral, St. Louis, the place 
selected by the last Convention. 


At 10 o’clock a. m. the Clergy, proceeding from the Schuyler 
Memorial House, entered the Cathedral singing the 491st Hymn, 
‘*The Church’s one foundation,’’ when the regular service was held. 


The opening sentences and services to the First Lesson were read 
by the Rev. Archer Boogher, of St. Peter’s Mission, Canton. 


The First Lesson was read by the Rev. F. M. Weddell, of Christ 
Church, Rolla. 


The Second Lesson was read by the Rev. George L. Neide, Jr., 
Rector-elect of Grace Church, Jefferson City. 


The Creed and Prayers were read by the Rev. F. W. Cornell, 
Rector-elect of Holy Innocents, St. Louis. 


The Epistle was read by the Rev. Ed. F. Berkley, D. D., of St. 
Louis. 
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The Gospel was read by the Rt. Rev. Abiel Leonard, D. D., Bishop 
of Utah and Nevada and West Colorado. 


The Convention Sermon was then preached by the Rey. J. L. 
Gay, of St. George’s Church, Bevier, taking for his text II. Timothy, 
1st chapter 7th verse, ‘‘God has not given us the spirit of fear, but 
of power, and of love, and a sound mind.’’ 


The Offertory sentences and notices were read by the Very Rev. 
Carroll M. Davis, Dean of the Cathedral. 


The Holy Communion was then celebrated by the Rt. Rev. the 
Bishop of the Diocese. 


On reassembling in the Schuyler Memorial House, the Rt. Rev. 
the Bishop called the Convention to order, and the Secretary of the 
last Convention proceeded, under the order of the Bishop, to call the 
roll of Clergy canonically resident in the Diocese, and thirty-seven 
Clergymen answered to their names. 


The Rt. Rev. President then called for the report of the Standing 
Committee on the ‘‘Admission of New Parishes and Lay Credentials”’ 
appointed at the last Convention, whereupon the Rev. Charles 
Trotman presented the report, which was read by the Secretary, 
including the names of the Lay Delegates entitled to seats in this 
Convention. 


On motion the report was adopted. 


The Secretary then, under order of the Rt. Rev. President, called 
the roll of Lay Delegates reported by the Committee as entitled to 
seats, and Delegates from twenty-four Parishes answered to their 
names. 


The Rt. Rev. President then announced a quorum of both orders 
present and the Convention ready for business. 


The Rt. Rev. President announced as the first order of business the 
election of a Secretary. 


The Rev. J. P. T. Ingraham, D. D., nominated Mr. John R. 
Triplett for Secretary of the Convention for the twenty-fourth time, 
with authority to appoint his assistant. 

On motion of Mr. H. H. Denison, the Rev. A. K. Smith was 
instructed to cast the ballot for Mr. John R. Triplett for Secretary. 
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The Rev. A. K. Smith so cast the ballot, and the Secretary then 
appointed Mr. W. B. Coombe, of the Church of the Redeemer, St. 
Louis, his Assistant. 


The Rt. Rev. President announced that the Treasurer of the 
Diocese and, also, the Treasurer of the Missionary Board were 
present to receive all moneys due and payable to them. 


On motion of Mr. F. J. McMaster, the following resolution was 
adopted : 


Resolved, That visiting Clergy and students preparing for Holy 
Orders be invited to the sessions of this Convention, and they be 
requested to hand their cards to the Secretary.

On motion of Rev. K. M. Deane, the Secretary was instructed to 
have a sufficient number of Journals printed to furnish a copy to 
each Vestryman of Parishes and each Committeeman of Missions. 


On motion of Rev. Dr. Ingraham, the sum of $25.00 was appro- 
priated for the use of the Librarian for the ensuing year. 


Mr. J. A. Waterworth, on behalf of the Special Committee on 
Sympathy for the Sufferers by our late Tornado, presented and read 
the following report, which was unanimously adopted : 


Sr. Louis, May 28, 1896. 


Your Committee to whom was committed the expression of the 
sympathy of this Convention with our suffering brethren and fellow- 
citizens in the present great calamity that has befallen them, beg 
leave to submit the following resolution : 


The City of St. Louis and its neighborhood have been visited by a 
sudden and distressing calamity by which many lives have been lost, 
many persons have been injured, and much property destroyed; 
be it 

Resolved, That this Convention hereby expresses its profound 
sympathy with the bereaved and suffering people of this community 
and neighborhood in their great distress; and that its sympathies go 
forth in a special manner to those sufferers, congregations, and indi- 
viduals who are of our own household of the faith.

The Rt. Rev. President then addressed the Convention as repre- 
senting Mr. Wm.

“This Convention notes with profound sorrow the absence from 
its sessions of the venerable and beloved form of the father of the 
Diocese, Very Rev. M. Schuyler, D. D. It is due to his long and 
saintly and useful life, it is due to our own affections wounded by 
his death, that we put on record our testimony to a character of 
singular sweetness, a life consciously governed by a lofty sense of 
duty and made beautiful by unfailing charity. As a priest he was a 
pattern to his brethren in submission to the law and government of 
the Church, in unswerving adherence to its doctrine, and in careful 
observance of its ritual. Asamemberof this Convention he took the 
helm in the most important crises in the history of the Diocese, pre- 
siding over two Conventions in the vacancy of the Episcopate, and 
over others during the absence of its Bishops. He filled, with great 
dignity and acceptableness, the highest offices in the gift of the 
Diocese; having been a member of the Standing Committee for 
forty years and a delegate to eleven General Conventions, and in all 
honored with the fullest confidence of the Diocese.

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ANNUAL ADDRESS 


OF THE 


Mes rtOr OF. MISSOURI 


TO THE 


FIFTY-SEVENTH CONVENTION. 


DEAR BRETHREN OF THE DIOCESE: 


Suffer some personal words. This is my Tenth Annual Address as the 
Bishop of Missouri, and therefore I ask leave to make them. 

In May, 1868, you were good enough to elect me to be your Bishop. I 
was in Virginia City, Montana. Two most earnest and loving letters I 
received from the President of your Convention, the Rey. Dr. Schuyler. 
Nineteen clergymen were present in that Convention. Of them, only the 
Rev. Dr. Berkley, the Rey. Mr. Scheetz and the Rev. Mr. Staples are among 
us now. Thirty-seven lay delegates were present. Of them, only Messrs. 
J. B. Gazzam, M. W. Alexander, Charles Miller, G. W. Parker and Henry 
W. Hough are among us now. 


Eighteen years passed. For the Diocese of Missouri they were years of 
wise, earnest, faithful and successful service on her behalf by Bishop Rob- , 
ertson. Then in your grief at his loss, with a loyalty of confidence and 
friendship that went to my heart, in May, 1886, you again elected me your 
Bishop. I wasin Utahthen. Again a loving letter came from the President 
of the Convention, the Rev. Dr. Schuyler. God’s Providence seemed to say 
to me, Come; and I came to be your Bishop. In that Convention were 
thirty-seven clergymen. Only Rev. Drs. Berkley, Ingraham and Wainright, 
and Rey. Messrs. Gay, Hatch, Hunt, James, Mason, Newton, Robert, Scheetz 
and Deane are among us now. There were eighty-one lay delegates present. 
Only Messrs. C. B. Rollins, E. H. Lycett, H. W. Hough, 8. H. Hewlett, John 
Scovern, J. F. Llewellyn, H. C. Scheetz, E. McCabe, Albert Burgess, C. S. 
Freeborn, D. Tiffany, M. S. Snow, J. B. Gazzam, W. H. Woodward, T. K. 
Skinker, D. P. Dyer, Charles Miller, George M. Wright, M. W. Alexander, 
George Martin, J. C. Orrick, W. Bascome, George D. Reynolds, A. R. Don. 
aldson, W. R. Donaldson, F. N. Judson, John A. Harrison. T. E. White, K- 
Tully, J. M. Bull and J. C. Doneghy are among us. I do not forget that the 
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division of the Diocese has taken some out of the count. But, in the main, 
death and removals of residence have diminished the list. Yet it is only ten 
years. Let us be up and doing. Others have laid off their work harness. 
We also soon shall do the same. God help us to be faithful! 

Hitherto He hath blessed us. In 1886 there were reported 6,596 commu- 
nicants in all the. State. In 1895 we reported 6,185 in our Diocese of 
Missouri, the half of the State. Perhaps this tenth year will bring the 
number of communicants up to that of the undivided State in 1886. 

In the ten years I have confirmed 6,230. This has been to keep quite up 
to the ancient rule that the number of confirmees each year should be equal 
to one-tenth of the communicants. 

I have spoken of the Rey. Dr. Schuyler. His kind and loving communi- 
cations to me on the two official occasions to which I have alluded were 
indicative of his life and character. Deeply and firmly rooted were his 
principles; and his conduct grew out of unswervingly loyal devotion to 
them. But the manifestation of the outgrowth was never along other lines 
than those of simplicity, benignity, sweet courtesy, long suffering charity 
and touching humility. I was once recounting to him how, under God’s 
Providence, he had long stood for the true, the beautiful and the good in the 
City and the Diocese and the Church. He checked me with an earnest, 
deprecatory uplifting of the hands, exclaiming, ‘‘ Ah, no—ah, no—don’t say 
that. I feel myself all too unworthy.”’ 

If not at the helm, he had been right near the man at the helm of the 
Diocesan ship for many years. His wisdom, his poise of judgment, his 
power of self-control, his force conciliatory, his meekness and steadfastness 
in rare combination, his untiring diligence, his unwearied self-sacrifice, and 
his rich and ripe experience in the things of God’s grace and man’s needs 
helped greatly to secure skillful and successful steering for the Diocese of 
Missouri, away from sharp rocks and deceitful shallows into wholesome and 
buoyant depths. ‘ Manus ad clavum oculus ad celum.”’ 

Then, worn by duty, though not owning himself tired of work, he lay 
down to rest. God’s merciful love was with His obedient servant. He asked 
for the daybreak, and that he might be moved nearer the window to see it, 
and to greet once more the messenger of the morning sent to herald the 
returning dawn. ‘‘Is it daybreak, now?’ were almost his last words. 
Nothing, we may think, save his life-long and deep-graven humility kept him 
from adding in the words of him named Israel, Prince of God, ‘‘ Let me go, 
for the day breaketh.” Ay, faithful servant and soldier of the Lord Jesus 
Christ,—out from the mists and sorrows into the brightness of the daybreak 
of Paradise thou didst go on that early morning of our springtime. We are 
glad for thee, though sad for ourselves, to look about in this Convention 
and see thy place strangely vacant! 

Serious illnesses have assailed the Rectors of Grace, Kirkwood, and of St. 
George’s, St. Louis. But God’s merciful Providence, praised be His name 
forever, loans to us still longer their help and counsel in the warfare of the 
Church Militant. 
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I cannot forbear to place on record my deep sense of loss in the removal 
from the Diocese of the Rev. 8. H. Green. The much-loved pastor of a large 
flock, a member of the Standing Committee and a Deputy to the General 
Convention, it is grievous to note the official vacancies made by his departure 
from among us. But, besides, he was personally so filled with gentle 
courtesy and devoted unselfishness, and his heart beat so true, and his acts 
kept time so steadfastly, to the deepest and widest and holiest interests of 
the Church, that the Diocese and its Bishop feel themselves bereaved in no 
ordinary degree by his withdrawal to Alabama. 


From among the Churchmen and Churechwomen of our Parishes death 
has been reaping his harvest. In ‘‘the changes and chances of this mortal 
life’’ it cannot be otherwise. May God keep us safe in His merciful protec- 
tion, and have us ready for our own soon coming summons of His august 
messenger, for the loving Saviour’s sake! 


I cannot mention all who have fallen out from work and warfare into 
peace and rest. But some of them are: Mrs. Lindell, tarrying till the day 
was far spent and the evening shadows were lengthening: who had always 
been to me, and, I doubt not, to others before I came, a kind and beneficent 
provider against the needs constantly pressing on us; Mrs. Levering, whose 
cheerful and generous helpfulness in Church work extended its blessing over 
a period of many years; Mrs. C. I. Filley, a judicious and untiring worker 
among the poor atthe Cathedral; Mrs. Rutherford, of the Church of the Good 
Shepherd, St. Louis, a very mother in Israel, full of holy’zeal and kindliest 
deeds; Mrs. Russell, of Cape Girardeau, whose love and loyalty to the 
Church were manifested by personal ministrations in the Service and the 
Sunday School on into prolonged old age; Sister Marie, whose beautiful 
activities in thinking of and planning for others, in writing letters and in 
prosecuting studies, made her invalid room in the home of the Sisterhood of 
the Good Shepherd a centre out of which, under the Holy Spirit, flowed 
multiplied influences to the good of many souls; Mr. S. D. Barlow, long the 
faithful and godly Senior Warden of St. John’s, St. Louis; and Mr. Frank 
Carter, of St. Peter’s, St. Louis, identified all his life with the practical 
benevolences which the Church is set to do. Nor may Mrs. Plant be 
forgotten, who, though residing of late years in another city, continued ever 
her sympathy with us and her help for us in our work. 


These all do ‘‘ rest from their labors.’’ ‘‘There remaineth therefore a 
rest to the people of God.’’ Sweet word that, rest! 


Among my brethren of the House of Bishops, only one has been called 
away. He was the Nestor of the House,—Bishop Howe, of Central Pennsy]- 
vania, the oldest of us all in count of years. He was 86 when he died. Dr. 
Howe, as the long-time Rector of St. Luke’s, Philadelphia, was noted as one 
of the most faithful and efficient of pastors. He specially trained his people 
in the duty and joy of missionary giving and activity. Among the best 
workers in the Church to-day, will be found not a few who trace their ardor 
and earnestness to his valuable instructions. He was Bishop for nearly a 
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quarter of a century, and his administration of the high office was charac- 
terized by wisdom and godly zeal. 

The Diocese is in goodly shape. This I can honestly say. With the 
exception of De Soto, the pastorship of every Parish which pays anything 
like a living salary is filled. And De Soto has been vacant for only two or 
three weeks, and hopes not to be long unsupplied. The feebler Missions of 
Kirksville, La Plata, Montgomery and Ironton remain to be looked after. 
But it is not a long list. And they are not dying nor thinking of it. Look 
at the report of the Diocesan Treasurer and see how faithfully and steadily 
they pay their assessments. Canton, under our young deacon, Mr. Boogher, 
has thriven excellently. The four Ms, Macon, Mexico, Moberly and Monroe, 
I have never known to be more alive. Ferguson, a plucky Mission which 
has steadily clung to the sturdiness of self-support from the beginning, this 
year knocks at the door of the Convention to be admitted as a Parish. The 
numbers confirmed in Canton and Ferguson and Mexico and Rolla, and St. 
Augustine’s and St. James’, St. Louis, are remarkable. And from knowledge 
I say that the quality as well as the quantity in these confirmations is 
remarkable. The whole number confirmed in the Diocese is six hundred and 
Jifteen, an advance of thirty per cent over last year. The old Parish of St. 
Charles, one of the oldest in the Diocese, is delightfully filled with new life. 
Young men, and of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, are stirrers up of such 
new life. Young men, also of the same Brotherhood, are blessedly busy in 
promoting the missionary life of the Cathedral and other Parishes, and in 
doing Christ-like work among the sick and poor of the City Hospital. Rolla 
and St. James and Cuba, under Rev. Mr. Weddell’s care, are taking on vigor- 
ous life. St. James’, St. Louis, responds animatedly to the high expectations 
indulged about it, and witnesses to its zeal by giving earnest heed to that 
best of practical works, paying off its debt. Among the old Parishes in St. 
Louis, Grace remains markedly steadfast and faithful under the veteran 
soldier, its Rector; as does also the Good Shepherd under its universally 
beloved pastor, and All-Saints under a leader nowhere surpassed in high- 
mindedness of aim and self-sacrificing zeal. In the new ventures we have 
three organized Missions,—St. Chrysostom’s, St. Philip’s and St. Timothy’s, 
all in St. Louis. The career of St. Philip’s has been brilliant. Introduced 
into life by the energetic Rector of St. James’, the care of its growth has 
been turned over to the Rev. Mr. Sharpe, and now into its new Church 
building I am to be invited next Sunday to administer Confirmation. 

I may be permitted to mention that the generosity of two individual 
Churchmen has enabled me to push the reported activities in the Parishes of 
St. James’ and St. Philip’s. The great requisite, humanly speaking, for 
Church extension, as for all missionary work, is the sustentation of the 
clergyman. One of these gentlemen referred to, in each field, has been 
chief of commissary and subsistence for this purpose, so enabling the Bishop 
to push forward the lines of a steady Church advance. Where there is need 
for a Church to be established, or a Mission to be started, I know not any 
benefaction more wise or more far reaching for good than for one or another 
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individual to come to the Bishop and say, ‘‘ Put me down, in the matter of 
sustaining the necessary expenses of the clergyman, for the foster-father (or 
foster mother) of that enterprise. I will stand by you in helping it to go 
through its creeping season so that by and by it may get on its feet and 
stand alone.”’ 

The story of our institutions is cheery also. The year for ‘‘ Bishop 
Robertson Hall’’ has been encouraging: in the number of its pupils, in its 
freedom from sickness, in the satisfactoriness of its work, and in the loyalty 
and help of its alumne. ‘St. Mark’s School for Boys” at Portland has been 
full, and keeps its face set to the front faithfully. Missionary work, Church 
work, spiritual work of the best sort, these schools are doing. One kind of 
strength, like almost all schools, they are not deprived of, viz., that which is 
developed by the vigorous exercise of constant swimming up stream against 
the down flow of financial difficulties. The ‘“‘Orphans’ Home”? is off from 
the shoals and out of the beating surf of debt. Its infirmary is paid for. In 
smooth and still waters its excellent Lady Managers can do their merciful 
work. ‘St. Luke’s Hospital’’ is hopefully preparing for a new location and 
enlarged activities. 

Up at Macon one of our earnest young laymen, a St. Andrew’s Broth- 
erhood man, alive to the value and needs of Sunday School life, has 
planned and started a new agent of usefulness, the ‘‘Sunday School 
Supporting Society.’’ He speaks of it as the four S’s. In promoting the 
interests af the Sunday School it has proved an admirable helper. Branches 
of it have been formed in other Parishes. Mr. G. W. Malcolm, of Macon, 
will be glad to furnish any information or advice about it. Nor may the 
noble work of Sister Eliza be forgotten, which, with untiring assiduity, she 
prosecuted for several years in the Church Mission House on Washington 
avenue, now closed by her lamented withdrawal of residence from among us. 

I ask to put on record my grateful sense of obligation for the good which 
the Church Club is doing. Its membership is made up from the laymen of 
the Diocese. A latent force of untold magnitude for the strength and growth 
of the Church lies in the hearts and minds and wills of the laymen. The 
Church Club seeks intelligently to arouse that force and efficiently to direct 
it. Already itis out working much good in smoothing asperities, removing 
antagonisms and clearing up misunderstandings between individuals of 
different Parishes, and cultivating in their stead a happy and pleasant 
relationship. I thank God for putting it into the hearts of the laymen to 
form their Church Club. 

In money affairs the exhibit is healthy. Look in the Courcu News for 
May, and mark how only one Parish of all the fifty-four is delinquent in paying 
the assessment to the Diocesan Treasurer, and also only one Parish in the 
pledge for Diocesan Missions. Only one Sunday School of the jifty-two in the 
Diocese failed to send in the Lenten offering for Domestic and Foreign Mis- 
sions; and altogether they gave $1,319.09, an advance of $130.40 over the 
previous year. This, too, besides the $1,000.00 or more which the children 
gave to that most excellent institution, the ‘“‘ Missionary Host.’’ The Woman’s 
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Auxiliary, besides furnishing $1,000.00 towards the current expenses of St. 
Stephen’s, St. Louis, for rent, fuel, sexton, &c., has given $5,360.42 more, 
making in all $6,360.42, the total being $1,070.18 over the amount of the 
’ previous year. 

The ‘‘ Bishop’s Purse’’ has not suffered, $3,498.59 having been poured 
into it. In the expenditures of the ‘‘ Bishop’s Purse” are $132.66 for 
‘““ Books and Tracts.’”’ Of this, $112.87 were for the Cuurcu News. Our 
Diocesan paper I consider indispensable. I must stand by it. The Rev. Mr. 
Miller in unwearied faithfulness and with skill and ability stands by it, too, 
unrewarded save by the consciousness of useful work done. I do hope that 
men and women all over the Diocese will take a thought for and send a sub- 
scription to the CourcH News. ‘ 

Another expenditure from the ‘‘ Bishop’s Purse ”’ is $280.00 for ‘‘ Students 
for the Ministry.” I have been obliged also to furnish $93.21 more for this 
purpose. I know no other practical way to secure that our ministers shal] 
be men of learning than for Bishops to stand by students when they are 
acquiring, at no little expense, that learning. I earnestly request that, in 
the Canonical Annual offering for the Theological Education Fund, generous 
sums may be asked for and given to help the Bishop to carry this necessary 
burden. This year over $600.00 were needed. Thirty-one Parishes out of the 
Jifty-four gave somewhat more than $260.00. 

I am anxious about the Funds for Missions. I suppose it is quite safe to 
expect that I am to be kept wholesomely off from the dizzy heights of exalta- 
tion by that sort of anxiety always. I hope and believe that I am thankful 
for what the Diocese does for Diocesan Missions; and specially grateful and 
proud for the honorable way in which pledges are paid. And Iam glad to 
know that never since I have been here has a Missouri missionary been 
obliged to wait for his stipend a single day after it was due. Our plan of 
reserving a sacred, untouched surplus of $1,500 enables the Treasurer of our 
Diocesan Missionary Board to meet every obligation promptly. 

Yet I am anxious about two things. First, the sum of $4,700.00 is needed 
to keep up to their efficiency the present missionary operations of the 
Diocese. The pledges of last year were only about $4,000.00. So I am 
anxiously wondering. if in these times of straitness the Parishes can and 
will promise more than then. The Bishop of South Carolina in his late visit 
to us told me that his Diocese gave him $6,000.00 for Diocesan Missions. I 
note that in clergy and communicants South Carolina and Missouri are about 
equal. Then I want to move upon Kirksville. This is an important town. . 
One of our State Normal Schools with hundreds of students is there. We 
have a Church building out of debt and a few faithful people. A generous. 
stipend from the Missionary Board for a year or two would help me to see 
the way to occupy this strategic point. 

Second, word has come from the Secretary of the Board of Managers in. ~ 
New York City that a probable deficiency of $86,000.00 faces them in the gifts 
for Domestic and Foreign Missions this year; and in honesty the Managers 
find themselves obliged to cut down the scale of appropriations for next. 
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year. This indicates that Missouri will not receive its usual $1,000.00 of help 
from that source next year. How heartily I wish, that, before August 31st, 
the end of their fiscal year, this $86,000.00 of deficiency might sink out of 
sight! My brethren of the clergy, have you all dutifully seen to it that at 
least one offering for Domestic Missions and one for Foreign have gone from 
your people this last year? If not, are you not, in your place and degree, 
responsible for this sad threatening of curtailment? But what shall we do 
when the diminished scale is reported to us? We cannot, decently and merci- 
fully, allow the diminution to fall upon the scanty income of the missionary. 
And in some places the people are absolutely unable to make it Wo-sa On: 
then for larger pledges for the Diocesan Board, so that pinching straitness 
and sore friction in salary matters may be averted! It may be seen how 
close to my heart clings the anxiety I spoke of. 

At St. Stephen’s Mission, St. Louis, the day of our housing has not yet 
come. But we have the lot purchased and paid for. And we have about 
$4,000.00 besides laid by. Meanwhile, in apostolic fashion, we dwell in our 
own hired houses awaiting hopefully the moving of some heart to call us to 
come out and to come up higher. Good, wholesome work is done. I may 
call attention to the clear indication that no such thing as pauperizing is 
countenanced. Look in the Cuurcu News again and observe that St. 
Stephen’s assessment of $25.00 is paid, and also its pledge for missions of 
$125.00. Besides, to the Woman’s Auxiliary it has given about as much 
more; and to the Lenten offering and Missionary Host some $75.00; and also 
to the different Canonical calls of the Church its regular respondings. So 
that $400.00 or $500.00, or even more, have been given outright by the people 
of St. Stephen’s this year Under the circumstances I think it a record to be 
proud of. Then added wholesomeness and helpfulness are ministered by the 
admirable activities sustained by Miss Skinker and her home settlement 
near St. Stephen’s. Blessed and blessing results flow forth from her 
presence, and from the zeal of herself and her associates. 


Epiphany Mission, St. Louis, has also purchased a lot for $1,350 and paid 
for half of it. The people greatly need a modest building in which to 
worship: Now they gather in the parlor of the Misses Tijou, faithful Church- 
women. They are wage-earners and not able of themselves to build their 
Church. I bespeak kindly and generous consideration for their faithful 
pastor, Rey. Mr. Dooris, when he shall ask Churchmen and Churchwomen 
for help to erect an inexpensive structure to supply their need. 

It is of great value to give and to get practical, intelligent information 
about the Church in the Diocese: what it has done, what it is doing, what it 
wants todo. To give itis one function of the Courcu News and the Con- 
VENTION JoURNAL. To get it demands, of course, some attentive reading and 
thought on the part of our Churchmen and Churchwomen. Now, please do 
not straightway quote to me the saying about leading ‘‘ the horse to water.’’ 
I quite understand the meaning of that wise old saw. I know we can’t force 
men to read and think. But, anyway, with the abiding faith of Americans 
in the value of printer’s ink, let us lead them with a gentle strenuousness up 
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close to such wholesome drinking places as are the Cuurcu News and the 
Convention JournaL. In this effort to give information may I ask, if it be 
not too much a tax upon the treasury and the Secretary, that the Convention 
will order its JouRNALS sent, not only to the clergy and lay delegates, but 
also to every Vestryman of a Parish and every Committeeman of a Mission 
throughout the Diocese. Then will the clergy kindly receive a hint from me 
that in their Vestry meetings and Committee meetings it would be well to ply 
the members with some questions nowand then to find out if they have read 
the Journats, and to see if really of their own selves and unforced they are 
drinking and getting information. One feature more about this giving and 
getting information is of importance. I allude to the accuracy required of 
all Treasurers’ accounts. By all the maxims prevalent among honorable 
business men, and by all sacred obligations before God, Treasurers handling 
moneys in any field of the activities of the Church should be painstakingly 
and scrupulously careful of such moneys. If a collection is made in Church 
for some Canonical or special purpose, the Parish Treasurer in discharge of 
his sacred trust owes it to his honor and his fidelity that not one penny of 
the amount shall be diverted, even under the most specious plea, to any 
other purpose: but that it shall be entirely, and promptly too, forwarded to 
the special Treasurer to whom it belongs. It is an unwarranted and an 
unrighteous act for any fiscal officer to take it upon himself to divert 
elsewhere, or to retard unduly the remittance to its lawful custodian of, any 
sum reported and passed over to him as raised for a specific purpose. Ido 
hope and I do believe that few or no such cases of sad wrong are allowed to 
happen in our Diocese. Earnest realization of the sacredness of all trusts, 
careful and honorable heed given to accuracy and promptness of accounts, 
and painstaking public reports made in the Cuurcn News and in the Con- 
VENTION JOURNALS, inviting scrutiny and criticism and questioning, will 
suffice to avert any such bad growths of thoughtlessness or habit. 


Dear brethren of the Clergy, in the cares and wars of earth a chieftain is 
wont to have his bodyguard. It goes without saying that among the charac- 
teristics of a bodyguard must be loyalty and fidelity,—a preparedness for and 
a sturdy resolution not to run away from difficulty and danger. The Master 
honors us. He puts us in place,—His bodyguard. ‘‘ As my Father hath sent 
Me, even so sendI you.”’ ‘‘ Ye have not chosen Me, but I have chosen you.” 
Will we not strive to be steady, sturdy, patient, self-denying, brave? I know 
something of your perplexities and burdens. It is hard that we are often 
left with no means and little sympathy to be the ones to make the ventures 
and to carry necessary projects through. It is harder to feel how average 
mankind look upon our support as a thing of charity and not a thing of due, 
and consider it quite the wise and right thing in hard times to begin their 
retrenchment along the line of that support. It is hardest to note the fact 
how passing years not only slowly weaken our useful energies, but rapidly, 
in a Sadly out-of-joint world-market way of rating, diminish our commercial 
acceptableness. Would that I could help you to bear the burdens more than 
Ido. Would that more stewards like the late Mr. Gill, of Kirkwood, might 
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leave tothe Bishop a fund for insuring one or another of yourlives! Or that 
more than the two faithful women whom I know of would give me the dues 
to place some of you to be pensioners in the valuable ‘‘ Retiring Fund 
Society ’’! 

But stand steady. Give not way to resentment. To endure hardness is 
a soldier’s duty. It is the bodyguard’s privilege. To suffer seeming 
inequities is to follow in the path the Master trod. To be burden-bearers for 
others and yet ‘‘not cry, nor lift up, nor cause’’ our ‘‘ voice to be heard in 
the street,” is a noble heritage. It is to be like Him. God mercifully keep 
us from embitterment and despair, from repining and complaint! God 
strengthen us to quit ourselves like men; and to stand four square to all the 
winds that blow! 


“Take up the Ark on your shoulders, 
Priests of the Holy and True; 
Enter the swelling of Jordan, 
And stand till the host go through. 
Stand in the bed of.the river, 
Where never a foot hath trod, 
And win by your patient obedience 
A path for the people of God.

There is a fund inthe custody of the Chairman of your Committee amounting 
with accumulated interest to $1,982.77, the original amount for which he receipted to 
the estate of the late Bishop Robertson was $1,200. Presumably the original sum 
was $1,000 received when the college grounds at Palmyra were sold and passed from 
the control of the Diocese.

As an evidence of an increased interest in Missionary work, it is with pleasure 
the Board reports that at its meeting January 9th, 1896, it gave consent to the 
unorganized Mission of St. Chrysostom to organize as a Mission; on February 24th 
1896, it gave consent to the organization of St. Philips’ Mission, and on May 18th it 
gave consent to the organization of St. Timothy’s Mission, all of St. Louis. 

Permission was also given for the organization, in the northern part of the city, 
of a Mission to be known as St. Barnabas, but the parties making the application 
have not yet carried out their purpose. 

At its meeting June 5th, 1895, the Board authorized and empowered Rey. Mr. 
Dooris to raise funds with which to purchase a lot and erect a building for Epiphany 
Mission, with directions that.the funds raised be placed in the hands of the Treasurer 
of the Board. The Board has been informed that through this source a suitable lot 
has been purchased, for the use of the Mission, and one-half of the purchase price 
paid. 

The Board feels it to be its duty, and it is surely its pleasure, to congratulate the 
Parishes upon the manner in which they have stood by their pledges for Missions. 
That while our surplus is not quite as much as it was last year, yet, considering the 
continued depression in business, the extent to which the pledges have been met 
indicates a continued zeal and ardor in the Mission of the Church, which the Board 
trusts and believes will not abate in the least degree. 

The amount needed for Missionary work the coming year will be $4,700, and the 
Board fondly hopes that the Parishes will feel able to respond with pledges to that 


extent.

Report of Missouri Branch of the Goman’s Auxiliary. 


To the Rt. Rev. Daniel 8. Tuttle, D. D., Bishop of Missouri : 


In making the fifteenth annual report of the Missouri Branch of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary, one is conscious of the monotony of repetition. The oft-repeated story 
grows wearisome. We can only hope to avoid it because we are telling of God’s 
blessings which are new every morning with a zeal that never flags and an enthu- 
siasm which never tires. One Secretary has well said “As there is no monotony to 
us in the order of the universe, the natural succession of days and nights, so there 
should be none in the spiritual order, the reasonable service of men and women in 
the household of God.” 

Our blessings and our privileges have been multiplied this year, and there is.a 
sreat stride forward in the work. The general Convention meeting in the West, 
made it possible for fifteen of our-women to attend, and fifteen women have come 
back with a knowledge of the work, and an enthusiasm, that can only come from 
contact with other minds that are doing successfully what we are striving to do. No 
woman who has ever attended the triennial meeting of the Auxiliary, will ever 
willingly forego another. No woman who saw that great United Offering laid on 
God’s altar that glorious autumn day in St. Paul, will ever say that the work is 
monotonous, and a report would have to be dull indeed for her not to be interested 
in hearing what the women will next undertake. We contributed $1,175 towards the 
Offering, and it was said to represent a larger proportion of our women than that of 
almost any diocese. 

A systematic plan has been arranged for the gathering of our offering for 1898, 
and it is hoped that every woman will adopt it. The object is the education and 
support of women missionaries, and must appeal to every one of us. 

We have been most fortunate this year in having many visitors to inspire us to 
work. The Secretary of the Board of Missions, Dr. Langford, the Bishop of China, 
and the Bishop of Delaware came for our autumn meeting. The Rey. Mr. Forrester 
who has charge of our Church work in Mexico, conducted one of our Mission 
Classes. The new Bishop of Alaska was present the day of the Mission Class when 
our topic was Alaska. And recently the Bishop of North Dakota has been with us. 
All this has brought the work very near, and the lines of the dioceses are completely 
blotted out, and the lands beyonds the seas are no longer strange lands to us. 

With the deepest gratitude we report that our Quiet Day was given by the Rey. 
Carroll M. Davis of the Cathedral, when at the last moment the Clergyman invited to 
conduct it, failed us through illness. 

There has been a vast increase in the interest of the work. This has partly been: 
gained through a closer contact between the officers and the parish guilds. Through 
the courtesy of the Dean of the Northern Convocation, the Secretary has made two 
journeys in the Diocese at the time of the spring and autumn convocations, and 
every town but one, where there is a branch of the Auxiliary, has been visited, and 
a meeting held for the women. So far the expenses have been met by the convoca- 
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tion or else personally, much as we wish it might come from our general treasury. 
Thanks are due to the officers of the Burlington and Wabash Roads for their 
kindness in granting half-fare tickets. 

Good meetings have been held everywhere, the Clergy have been most cordial, 
and the hospitality of the Church people unbounded. All the officers have had a 
part in this work. The President has visited six guilds, and organized a branch at 
Rolla; the Custodian of Mite Boxes, two guilds; the Treasurer of the United Offering 
two, and the Secretary nineteen. 

Besides the usual articles sent in the Missionary boxes, we have sent this year 
one solid silver Communion Service, one set Altar Linen, two Surplices, four Stoles, 
one Altar Cloth, one Altar Service Book, one Cassock, one set Vestments. 

Allour regular pledges have been met, and $871 given to the distinguished 
visitors who have kindly come to help us this year. 

Bishop Nichols well understood the work when he told us in St. Paul at our 
triennial, speaking of the Auxiliary that “it takes love and patience and faith, and it 
gives all three.”’

Report of the Standing Committee on Sunday Sehools. 


Resolution of instructions; Convention Journal, 1895, page 19. 

“That the Committee on Sunday Schools be instructed to confer with the rectors 
of parishes and their superintendents, and endeavor to secure uniformity in the 
Instruction and Worship in the Sunday Schools in this Diocese, and report to the 
next Convention.”’ 

In obedience to the above resolution, on April 20, 1896, the Standing Committee 
on Sunday Schools sent outa circular letter containing the words of the above 
resolution, to each rector or minister of a parish or mission, asking the following 
questions: 

“First, What system of instruction, and 

“Second, What system of worship are in use in your school or schools? 

“The Committee desires to compare the system of the different schools in order to 
deduce therefrom, if possible, some desirable uniformity of plan, both as to instruc- 
tion and worship, that may be reported to the next Convention. Any suggestion 
toward the end in view from your own experience, will be gladly received. An 
early reply is respeetfully desired.” 


ANSWERS. 


In response to the circulars, 34 answers have been received, giving different 
systems in use: 


1. . Instruction n.co.. © COU ey a dl varieties. 
2.: Worship... 4 2S UA aS Pk.6 xd BE oe ee ge 5 varieties. 
3. Myannala 1.5.6 Ud aoe is ube ee 5 varieties. 
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From. this list we find that in our Sunday Schools the use of the “Church 
Hymnal”? has a majority of fifteen to.seven. In order therefore to secure entire 
uniformity in the Sunday School hymns, the “Church Hymnal,” or selections from 
the *‘Churech Hymnal,” should be the only ‘“‘Hymnal use” of the Diocese. 


As to the tunes to be sung, we do not enter upon that subject. 


With reference to the other parts of the Sunday School Service or Worship, the 
Committee find that already, out of the 34 schools reported, 28 use either the full 
Prayer Book Service, or selections from the Prayer Book. But three are reported 
as using other Books of Service. Thus uniformity both in the hymns and in the 
worship of our Sunday Schools is already nearly attained. 


As to the System of Instruction:—A]l of the Manuals or Leaflets in use in this 
Diocese are based upon the Holy Scriptures, as set forth in the Prayer Book, and _all 
of these follow more or less -closely the Church’s Year. But some of them are very 
diffuse, too much so for concentration upon important points; some of them dispro- 
portionate in dwelling upon doctrine, and some very obscure in their questions and 
answers. In one system which found a place fora time in Grace Church, St. Louis, 
there were questions for the children upon the “Obsecrations in the Litany,” and of 
“God’s attitude towards sin.’ In another system elsewhere used, when Christmas 
came on Sunday, the allotted lesson was upon the Crucifixion! Other series are 
indeed all that they ought to be in following the Church Doctrine, but the great 
variety of systems confuses both teachers and scholars, and is also very expensive. 


Therefore, with the expressed desire of the Diocese to secure uniformity in the 
Instruction of the Sunday Schools, and for this purpose, the appointment of this 
Committee, the Committee would respectfully present, that, inasmuch as the purpose 
of our Sunday Schools is to make thoroughly intelligent Prayer Book Churchmen, 
would it not be well to incorporate more of the Prayer Book with our Sunday School 
instruction? 


For example: Beginning with the “Short Catechism” in the Prayer Book, 
which covers the child’s membership by Holy Baptism; the Promises at Baptism; the 
Apostles’ Creed; the Ten Commandments; the Lord’s Prayer and the Daily duties of 
the Christian» Life; then, after this is thoroughly taught and learned, take up as a 
course of study, as Lessons to memorize, consecutive portions of the Morning 
Prayer. 


Pursuing a course of study in the Morning Prayer, then might follow for those 
who had come to the “years of-discretion,” and were looking toward confirmation, 
the Sacramental portion of the Catechism to be well learned. After this, might 
come a very careful and repeated study of the service for the Public Baptism of 
Infants. This might well be followed by “The Order of Confirmation.’ 


If in addition to all this, the Minister of the Parish, would obey Canon XVIIL., 
Title I., and ‘‘in stated catechetical lecturesvand instructions, be. diligent in inform- 
ing the youth in the Doctrine, Constitution, History and Liturgy of the Church”’,— 
the Church would show forth not only faithful and intelligent Church women, who 
would be ‘‘able to teach others also’”?,—but young men, such as the Apostle Timothy 
describes, as “the man of God, perfected, thoroughly furnished unto all good 
works.”’ 

Your Committee beg to acknowledge the several excellent suggestions made to 
them in the answers received, but as most of these pertain fo the Rules of the School : 
and are somewhat outside of the instructions given to the Committee, they are not 
incorporated in the report. 
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In view of their instructions, therefore, your Committee respectfully recommend: 


First, as to the Worship; that the hymns of the Sunday School, of the Diocese be 
taken from the Church Hymnal only, and that they be selected as far as possible 
in harmony with the Church Year. : 


We also recommend that all other parts of the Sunday School Service or Worship 
be taken from the Prayer Book ouly, and that this service be so brief that it shall 
give full time for instructions, and especially that it shall not, in Parochial Sunday 
Schools, be made a substitute for the public Worship of the Church in the great 
congregation. 


As to the System of Instruction, your Committee recommend that: 


1. It be based upon the teaching of the Prayer Book, following the order for the 
Christian Year, and proved and illustrated by reference to Holy Scripture. 


2. That along with this there be a thorough teaching of the Short Catechism, 


illustrated by reference to Holy Scripture, and the offices of Baptism, Confirmation 
and Holy Communion. 


All this to be wrought together and made a consistent whole, by the Canonically 
required “lectures or other instructions” of the Minister of the Parish, “in the 
Doctrines, Constitution, History and Liturgy of the Church.” 


Your Committee would offer the following resolutions: 


(1.) Resolved, That in the opinion of this Convention, the system of Sunday 
School Service, or Worship in this Diocese, should be taken from the Prayer Book 
only, with Hymns from the Church Hymnal only. Also, 


(2.) Resolved, That in the opinion of this Convention, the system of instruction 
recommended in the report of the Committee on Sunday Schools, should be the system 
of this Diocese. It is also, 


(3.) Resolved, That in response to requests of members of this Convention to 
the Committee on Sunday Schools, a Standing Committee be appvinted by the Bishop 
to take into consideration and report at the next Convention upon the subject of 
creating a Sunday School Institute, where Sunday School teachers may take a regular 
course of instruction, by lectures or otherwise, and after examination by a Board of 
Examiners, receive diploma or certificate of competency; this Standing Committee 
to report also some scheme for occasional teachers’ meetings of all the city Sunday 
Schools for mutual enlightenment in Sunday School Work.

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APPENDIX No. 14. 


Report of the Standing Committee on Chvistian Education. 


Your Committee have little to add to the report rendered to the Convention of 
last year, in which unqualified commendation was given to the two Church schools 
of the Diocese, Bishop Robertson Hall and st. Mark’s school for boys, at Portland. 
There are no schools under the official care of the Diocese, but the institutions above 
mentioned are doing a noble work, each in its own sphere in furnishing sensible and 
thorough mental cultivation, in careful Christian training and in developing loyalty 
to the Church. 


Bishop Robertson Hall, now in its twenty-second year, has enrolled during the 
present year seventy-nine pupils; of this number thirty are members of the house- 
hold department, and forty-nine are day scholars, with twelve teachers. Sixty-nine 
young ladies have graduated from the institution since its foundation. Emphatic 
and durable testimony is given to the valuable work of the school in the loyal 
devotion of the alumne to its welfare, as well as in the prominent place they are 
gradually taking in all good works in the best social, intellectual and religious 
standard. Due credit and honor should be given to the school for the perceptible 
influence these graduates are having to-day upon the life and growth of the Church 
in the Diocese. 


At a very low estimate there are above 5,000 children of school age in the Church 
families in the Diocese. Out of this number 111 are attending Bishop Robertson 
Hall and St. Mark’s school. Of course, most of our children are in the public 
schools. The remainder are distributed in private schools, in Smith’s Academy, 
Mary Institute, in Roman Catholic schools, in the schools of the different denomina- 
tions, and quite a number sent abroad. Of the advanced scholars there is a sprinkling 

in Washington University and the University of Missouri, and a number at eastern 
; colleges, of whom very few are in Church Institutions. 


This indicates that there is need of an organized movement in this Diocese 
having for its distinct purpose the trne position of the Church as the fosterer and 
safe-guard of Christian Education. We have no special plan or scheme to propose, 
but we venture to offer a contribution toward creating within the Diocese a public 
sentiment out of which may grow some kind of organized activity. 


Therefore we take the liberty of suggesting for your consideration the following 
resolutions: 


First. Resolved, that it would enlarge our knowlege, both of the defects and 
excellences of our present system of education, and also have a wholesome influence 
upon the schools, if the Clergy would annually visit the public shools and all 
institutions of learning in their respective cures. 


Second. esolved, that in the choice of schools for our children, the Clergy and 


Lay members of this Convention use their personal influence in favor of such 
institutions as are under the auspices of the Church. 
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St. Mark’s School reports a larger attendance than in any previous year. Thirty- 
two pupils have been enrolled with twenty-eight in residence at the end of the year. 
We subjoin the report rendered to your Committee by the Rector of the School: 
‘‘A greater interest has been manifested, not only by old friends, but by many who 
have heretofore been indifferent, and we feel that St. Mark’s has attained to an 
assured position. The School is exclusively for boarding pupils, and no day scholars 
are received. Thus it is made a home in itself undisturbed by outside influences, 
May I be permitted ‘to call the attention of parents to the serious evil of allowing 
their children to have too much pocket money. It leads to many temptations and 
interferes with proper discipline. Parents should bear in mind that in their children 
we have the coming nation, and the character of the next generation will be deter- 
mined by the training of the present. Under no circumstances should our children 
be allowed to attend services or Sunday-School other than those of the Church, as 
the varied and indiscriminate teaching results in the total loss of the Church idea, 
and of a sound and healthy Christian training. I would urge upon Church people 
that from our point of view, a Christian education means a Church education, which 
includes not only morals and religion, but a clear idea that we are all to be citizens 
of the Kingdom of -Christ.”

It appears, from an examination of the J ournals of the Diocese, that this report 
is not provided for, but is rather received as a courteous action of the Convention. 
And yet, when we consider the character of the Church, and its call to follow in the 
steps of the Master in all loving and charitable works, it is not inappropriate in this 
Council of a Diocese, to say something regarding the work done in this institution, 
which is the only one of the kind, under church auspices, in the Diocese. It has had 
a long and useful career; it has tenderly cared for the wounded and stricken from 
most, if not all the States in the South and Southwest; it has been loving in its 
charity, and it continues to-day, though hampered in its work, by its surroundings, 
a factor for good in the special problem of healing the body. It is needless to say to 
those who know its work, that relief had been extended to suffering humanity 
regardless of the religious associations of those who apply for treatment, and with 
the sole aim of making its beneficent work as Catholic as the great Church, which 
called it into being. 


Before presenting some figures to illustrate what I have stated, I must, with pro- 
found emotion, refer to him who was my predecessor in office, and with whom, for 
the past two years, I have had the honor to be associated. The Very Rey. M. 
_ Schuyler, D. D., for at least sixteen years, has been the sole Chaplain of the Hospital, 
while his identification with it in service and interest fully covers a quarter of a 
century. His prayers and ministrations, his gentle zeal, his holy life and presence in 
its wards and rooms, have made a hallowed path in which his successors must tread 
with care if they would bring to the sick, in any degree, the benediction of a spotless, 
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loving priestly life. He will be missed in St. Luke’s, as everywhere, and especially 
by him who has taken up the work laid down by the aged saint, and who prays God 
that a portion of the same spirit may be vouchsafed to him. 

Mrs. Mary Chambers, who has for the past thirteen years been connected with 
the work, the last seven and a quarter years as Superintendent, has resigned, and 
her successor has been installed. She has been a wise and efficient manager, and leaves 
behind her many friends who appreciate her work and wish her “God speed” in all 
future careers of usefulness and honor. The Training School for Nurses, the best, 
probably, in this city, will always be her best monument here. 

The fifth annual graduating exercises of the school were held in St. Luke’s 
Chapel on the evening of April 29th, when the Bishop of the Diocese presented well 
won diplomas to four graduates.

The hope of a new location for St. Luke’s Hospital, free from noise and with 
improved facilities, inspires all its well-wishers. May it speedily be realized.

While we have abundant cause for thanksgiving that Missions have not only been 
well sustained during the past year, but have shown signs of prosperity and fruitage, 
there is some cause for apprehension as to the future. 

Shall our work be sustained? Shall it be advanced? or must it be curtailed on 
account of decreased revenues and serious questions before us to-day. 

If we were doing our utmost, if we really were making sacrifices to carry on our 
Mission work, there would be some excuse for not advancing our work, and, if our 
sacrifices were great and painfully real, little shame in curtailment. But your Com- 
mittee can not think that we have reached even the borders of sacrifice. On the 
contrary, it is quite possible that a great, if not the greater part of our Missionary 
contributions come from pennies and dimes that are little missed, or only diverted 
from well spared luxuries. 

If this is true we can do more, and if we can, we ought to. Every consideration 
of duty, of reasonable sense of self-respect even, ought to prompt us to at least 
hold our own. We have never yet been compelled to drop a good work for lack of 
means, and your Committee sincerely hopes we shall not this year.

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Report of the Secretayy of the Orphans’ Game. 


EASTER TUESDAY, April 7, 1896. 


Very glad and grateful are we to-day. Notwithstanding the financial depression, 
so universally felt, the past year has been for us full of hope and cheer. Our friends 
have been loyal, large-hearted, generous, and their sympathy most helpful and 
encouraging. 

Like happy nations, we have little history to relate. We have pursued the even 
tenor of our way without many discouragements and without the customary 
strenuous efforts to make ends meet. Not being so hampered we desire to enlarge 
and extend our usefulness in many ways. 

Our object is to form character; we see in the child the future man and endeavor 
to fit him to become an industrious, law-abiding, useful citizen. It is not easy to 
influence or reform the adult, but the plastic child we may hope to mould and start 
on the right path in life. We are putting our faith in the timely ounce of preventive, 
and aiming to inspire self-respect, industry and morality in childhood. 

Our Infirmary, completed a year ago, has found, unsolicited, many warm friends. 
It is now furnished throughout and is the pride of our hearts. Here and there are 
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memorial furnishings, so that many of those who have gone from among us se¢em 
stiil to live in our midst. Their works do follow them. We did have a hope, for a 
very short time, however, that our Infirmary was going to prove a mascot and by its 
presence drive away the demon of disease. On the contrary, it has been almost 
constantly occupied, and at present there are twenty-eight children quarantined 
there with diphtheria. We are glad to say not a life has been lost so far. 

We have had bequests during the year amounting to $6,003.83 and, within the last 
four weeks, a gift of $1,000 has found its way into our treasury. ‘‘He that giveth to 
one of these little ones in My name hath done it unto Me.’”? We feel grateful to 
those who have gone from among us and are now reaping their reward, and for the 
generous and unselfish love which has prompted our latest gift. May the donor long 
enjoy the results of her bounty and realize the good she has bestowed upon the help- 
less and unfortunate. 

To those who have so generously aided in furnishing the Infirmary; to the Fresh 
Air Mission; to the managers of the Exposition who so considerately provided the 
means for a glimpse into wonderland for the children; to our medical staff, which 
has remained unchanged; to our Advisory Committee; to our legal counsellor; to our 
earnest and faithful chaplain; to many friends who have contributed in various 
ways, we herewith tender our most hearty and earnest thanks. 

The Christmas-tide and other beautiful feasts of the year have been, as usual, 
marked by appropriate festivities. Occasional visits to the parks and frequent 
airings in the summer cars have helped to vary the monotony of the summer months. 

We have received during the year fifty-two children; thirty-four have been 
restored to relatives and friends; eleven have been indentured; four have been 
adopted. One child, sent to the children’s hospital for treatment, died there; and 
one infant, suffering from marasmus at the time of its entrance, died at the Home. 
There are at present seventy-four children in the Home.

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Constitution of the Xaymen’s Cooperating Missionary 
Society. 


ARTICLE [T—NAME. 
SECTION 1. The name of the Society shall be the “‘ LaYMEN’s CO-OPERATING 
MISSIONARY SOCIETY OF THE DIOCESE OF Missourt.”? 
ARTICLE II — OBsxcr. 
SECTION 1. The object of the Society is to devise ways and means for the collec- 
tion of funds on a systematic plan for the support of Missions in the Diocese. 
ARTICLE IIT — MEMBERS. 


SECTION 1. The Society shall be composed of Lay Delegates appointed by the 
several Auxiliary Societies; each Society being entitled to three delegates, and also ap 
additional delegate for every twenty paying members thereof. 


ARTICLE IV — OFFICERS. 


SECTION 1. The officers shall be a President, Vice-President, Secretary and 
Treasurer, who together, with one representative each from at least nine parishes, to 
be chosen annually by the Diocesan Convention, shall constitute an Executive Com. 
nvittee. 
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Src. 2. The President, or in his absence the Vice-President, shall preside at all 
meetings, and perform such other duties as are required by the office. 

Src. 3. The Secretary shall keep the records and papers of the Society, and per- 
form such other duties as his position may require. 

Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall receive and keep all moneys of the Society and pay 
them out by direction of the Executive Committee. 

Src. 5. The Executive Committee shall have direct supervision of the affairs of 
the Society, adopt such By-Laws as it may deem proper, and have the power to fill 
vacancies Which may occur in its body. 


ARTICLE V — MEETINGS. 


SECTION 1. The annual meeting of the Society shall be held on Wednesday 
evening of Convention week at the place appointed for Convention purposes. Said 
meeting shall be preceded by Divine Service under directions of the Bishop, or, if he 
be absent, of the Rector of the parish in which the meeting is held, or of the senior 
Presbyter present. After this the President, or in his absence the Vice-President, or 
next senior officer, shall call the meeting to order for dispatch of such business as may 
come regularly before it. 

SEC. 2. Special meetings of the Society shall be called from time to time, at the 
discretion of the presiding officer, or upon the written request of three members of 
the Executive Committee. 


ARTICLE VI— FEES FOR MEMBERSHIP AND COLLECTION THEREOF. 


SECTION 1. The fee for membership in the Society shall be such sum as may be 
agreed upon by each Auxiliary Society for itself, to be paid in such manner as it may 
direct, and the several Auxiliary Societies shall provide for the prompt collection of 
all dues, and their remittance to the Treasurer of this Society. Other contributions 
shall be solicited and disposed of in the same manner. 


ARTICLE VII— FUNDS — DISPOSITION OF. 


SECTION 1. All moneys, after paying expenses, of this Society shall be paid to 
the Treasurer of the Diocesan Missionary Board. 


ARTICLE VIIT — EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE — DUTY OF, ETC. 

SECTION 1. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to use its best 
endeavors to have an Auxiliary Society formed in each parish of the Diocese. Each 
parochial Clergyman is recognized as an adviser of the local Society within his parish, 
and as such he has the right to be present and take part in all its deliberations. 


ARTICLE IX — AUXILIARY SOCIETIES — MEETINGS OF. 


SECTION 1. The meetings of the Auxiliary Societies shall be held in the parish 
Church or place of worship, wherever practicable, and shall always be preceded by 
prayer. 


ARTICLE X— AUXILIARY SOCIETIES— OFFICERS AND*DUTIES OF. 


SECTION 1. Each Auxiliary Society shall elect a President, Vice-President, 
Secretary and Treasurer, and elect such other officers and enact such other regulations 
as it may deem proper, and shall hold either monthly or quarterly meetings as it may , 
elect, at which there shall be addresses on the subject of Missions, report of parish 
Society read, endeavors to arouse a missionary spirit, collections for the purposes of 
the Society, names of new members announced, and such other things done as may be 
deemed conducive to attain the end in view. 

Src. 2, After such meeting a report thereof shall be sent to the Secretary of the 
parent Society.

2. When the President takes the Chair, no member shall continue standing or 
shall afterwards stand up, unless to address the Chair.

X. On the State of the Church. 
5. All Committees shall be appointed by the President, unless otherwise ordered. 


6. All resolutions shall be reduced to writing, presented to the Secretary, and 
by him read; and a motion shall not be considered before the House until seconded.

7. When any member is about to speak, or deliver any matter to the House, he 
shall, with due respect, address himself to the President, confining himself strictly to 
the point in debate. 


8. A member shall not absent himself from the service of the House, unless he 
have leave or be unable to attend. 


9. A member, other than the Chairman of a committee whose report is under 
consideration, shall not speak more than twice in the same debate, nor longer than 
ten minutes at a time without leave of the House. 


10. Any member of the House may call for a vote by Ayes or Nayes. 


11. When a question has once been determined, it shall stand as the judgment 
of the House, and shall not again be drawn into debate, except on motion for recon- 
sideration, which must be made by a member who had previously voted in the 
majority, and all motions to reconsider must be made on the day the vote is taken, or 
on the next succeeding day. 
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12. When a question is under consideration, a motion shall not be received, except 
to lay it upon the table, to postpone it to a certain time, to postpone it indefi- 
nitely, to commit it, to divide it or amend it, and motions for any of these purposes 
Shall have precedence in the order herein named. If a motion to lay an amendment 
on the table be carried, the matter before the House shall be proceeded with as if no 
such amendment had been offered. The motions to lay upon the table and to adjourn 
shall be decided without debate. The motion to adjourn shall always be in order. 


13. Debate shall not be allowed upon a resolution to refer any motion to a Com- 
mittee, or to a motion to recommit any subject which has been before a Committee, 
but the member who offers such resolution or motion may speak for five minutes for 
the purpose of explaining its object. 

14, All amendments may be considered in the order in which they aré moved. 
When a proposed amendment is under consideration, a motion to amend the same 
may be made. An after-amendment to such second amendment shall not be in order; 
but when an amendment to an amendment is under conside ‘ration, a substitute to the 
whole matter may be received. A proposition different from the one under consider- 
ation shall not be received under color of an amendment or substitute. 


15. Every member who may be in the House when any question is put, shall, on 
a division, be counted, unless he be excused by the Convention. 


16. All questions of order shall be decided in the first instance by the Chair, 
without debate; an appeal, however, may be made from his decision to the Conven- 
tion by any member of the same. 


17. The Secretary may employ one or more Pages, not exceeding three, to act as 
messengers during the sessions of the Convention. 


18. The reports of all committees shall be in writing, and shall be received of 
course and without motion for acceptance, unless recommitted by vote of the House. 
All reports recommending or requiring any action or expression of opinion by the 
House shall be accompanied by a resolution for the action of the House therein. 


19. The names of the movers of resolutions shall appear upon the minutes of 
the Convention. 

20. In the case of an election by ballot requiring a concurrent majority of both 
Orders: Whenever more than the canonical number to be elected of either Order are 
found to have received such majority of votes, the number required by Canon having 
the highest number of votes, shall be declared duly elected.

It is still to be deeply regretted that the Mission is without a house or suitable 
place fur holding services and the accommodation of the Sunday School. The hall on 
Clayton Road which has been freely furnishd, was too far away from those inter- 
ested in the work, and had to be given up last September, as had also the private 
home on Old Manchester Road, in which services were held, but which again in the 
winter was very fully put at our disposal. 


Hence, the need for a modest house for service and Sunday School work is more 
urgent than ever. I am very glad to be able to state that during the year a lot was 
purchased at $1,350 and $700 paid on it. 


In consequence, the interest and increased attendance on the services is quite 
marked, as the purchase of the lot is the first real assurance given to the scattered 
Church people in that locality that Epiphany Mission has come to stay. This is 
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emphasized by the fact that, nothwithstanding our interruptions, the work has gone 
on with more than wonted interest and success in the community, as attested by the 
increased offerings. 

In addition to the above services, I officiated during the past summer at St. 
Mark’s Church, and since the beginning of Lent at the Church of the Ascension until - 
the beginning of May. 

By the appointment of the Bishop, I have held services once a month at the Old

By the death of the Very Rev. M. Schuyler, D. D., the Mission has lost a true 
and devoted friend. His Church has been the spiritual home of the deaf ever since 
the Rey. Mr. Mann began this Mission, nineteen years ago. Now that he is gone, the 
deaf do not feel any the less welcome at the Cathedral. A memorial of him in the 
form of a Pulpit Bible will be purchased for the use of the Mission. 

The minister believes that more acceptable Church Work could be done if cireum- 
stances were such as to make it possible for him to devote himself exclusively to the 
work of the ministry. There is certainly work enough. For various favors from the 
Cathedral Clergy and thoughtful attention of the Sexton, the communicants of St. 
Thomas’ are particularly thankful.

We expect much 
from our good Bishop’s visit, expected next month, where strong words will doubtless 
enconrage us all to renewed effort, that we may by God’s grace hold fast the faith 
once given to us, and hand it on to others who may follow. Everything, material and 
otherwise, seems for the present to be at a standstill in our little town. Thayer, like 
most other places, is still suffering from the long continued financial depression.

During the conventional year just closed, I took part in services at St. Thomas’? 
Mission for the Deaf, Christ Church Cathedral, and preached for the Minister in 
charge, the Rev. J. H. Cloud, M. A. I also celebrated for him, and administered 
Baptism twice. 

Nearly twenty years ago, in the life time of Bishop Robertson, I began the work in 
St. Louis, making as many visits each year as my duties in other Dioceses allowed. 
The late Dr. Schuyler always showed a deep interest in the Mission, and helped it in 
many ways. 


Outside of St. Louis, I participated in “combined services” with the Rectors of 
Emmanuel Church, Old Orchard, and St. Paul’s Church, Mexico. Services of this 
sort are means of interesting Church people in the work by giving information con- 
cerning it. On account of the absence of the Rector of the Parish at Louisiana, an 
appointment for a service was postponed. 


Outside of the Diocese, I have worked as usual, travelling from Mission to Mission, 
within the territory lying north of the Ohio River, from the Alleghenies to the 
Mississippi River. Total Baptisms, 34; Confirmations, 29. 

I have also gone beyond the bounds of this large Parish, on invitation, and held 
services in the Dioceses of Maryland, Pennsylvania, New York, Albany, Central and 
Western New York.
